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Reasons for Allowance 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims set forth a 
wiper arm not taught by the art of record. In particular, a wiper arm where the free end is a single, 
substantially flat layer of material which extends to a terminus of the wiper arm to define a safety 
hook. An articulation bolt extends from the single, substantially flat layer of the free end and resides 
between the safety hook and a non-free end of the wiper arm. The prior art wiper arms with safety 
hooks do not discloses such 'a wiper arm. The prior art employs multi-wall free ends for the wiper 
arm and do not have a free end where a single, substantially flat layer of material extends to a 
terminus of the wiper arm to define the safety hook. Further, the prior art do not provide the 
articulation bolt between the safety hook and the non-free end of the wiper arm.
